South of Seoul

Abo ut 7 a.m. to day the pho ne 
rang in a farm ho me sev en miles 
o ut o f Po plar Blutf o n Ro ute 3 
and Mrs. Nellie Yearry learned 
her so n, Cpl. Charles T. J efferso n, 
23, o f Co . H., 7 th Cav alry , 1st 
Cav alry Div isio n, had been releas­ 
ed by the Reds at Freedo m Village 
after two and a half y ears captiv ­ 
ity . 
Mrs. Yearry immediately dro v e 
here to tell Mrs. Llo y d De iv faris, 
Murray Lane and Scho o ly streets, 
J efferso n’s sister, the gcKd news 
and no w ev ery bo dy in the family 
is impatiently waiting fo r the nex t 
telegram that will anno unce his 
safe arriv al stateside. 
J efferso n first enlisted in the 
army o n No v . 3, 19 48 , was shipped 
o v erseas and spent mo st o f the 
nex t 18 mo nths o n Guam. He was 
discharged in May , 19 50, but in 
No v ember o f the same y ear he was 
recalled to activ e serv ice fro m the 
reserv es and again shipped west, 
this time to J apan and fro m there 
he was mo v ed into Ko rea. 
Sent Letter in May 
February 9 , 19 51, with his co m­ 
pany , he was dug in o n a so uth 
Ko rean hillside just so uth o f Seo ul 
and the po sitio n was heav ily at­ 
tacked by the Chinese. After the 
fight he was missing and it was 
assumed he had been taken pris­ 
o ner. The last letter his mo ther re­ 
ceiv ed was dated May 2nd o f this 
y ear and co nfirmed the fact he 
was a POW. 
J efferso n was a priv ate when 
captured, but, in line with the 
army ’s po licy o f adv ancing all re­ 
turned priso ners o f war o ne grade 
in rank, he became a co rpo ral 
when he stepped thro ugh the gates 
o f Freedo m Village. He is to be 
returned to the states, Mrs. Yearry 
understands, by transpo rt so it will 
be abo ut two weeks befo re he will 
be in this co untry . 
There were similar glad tidings 
in sev eral o ther Misso uri ho mes 
last night. 
“ That’s 
the 
mo st 
wo nderful 
news I’v e ev er heard,” is ho w Es­ 
ther Firey o f J o plin summed up 
her reactio n to wo rd o f the release 
o f her bro ther, Cpl. Cly de H. Hill, 
in the Ko rean priso ner o f war ex ­ 
change. 
In St. Lo uis, Mrs. Ro bert Wo o ds 
was to ld o f her 22-y ear-o ld .so n’s 
pftssage to freedo m, and gasped, 
“ Oh, ho w lo v ely . I do n’t kno w just 
what else to say .” 
Mrs. Wo o ds' so n, Sgt. Dav id 
Wo o ds, enlisted in 19 48. He left a 
two -y ear-o ld baby so n behind. His 
wife, who first heard the news o n 
telev isio n, turned to the child— 
no w fiv e—and said, “ So n, y o ur 
father will be ho me no w.” 
Mo ther Dies 
Fo r Cpl. Hill, who enlisted at 17 
and wo n a Bro nze Star fo r hero ­ 
ism in the rear guard actio n which 
resulted in his capture No v . 10, 
19 52, there wo n’t be any mo ther to 
greet him o n his ho meco ming. She 
died last y ear. 
But Cly de, no w 21, 
already 
kno ws that. “ I wro te and to ld 
him,” his sister said. Cly de’s fath­ 
er wo rks fo r the J o plin street de­ 
partment. 
Mrs. Elmer Stegall was no tified 
o f her so n’s release at her ho me 
in Deslo ge, Mo ., and said, “ I’m 
just so o v erco me, I’m witho ut feel­ 
ing.” The so n, Cpl. J ack L. Ste­ 
gall, was captured No v . 2, 19 50. 
In Ro lla, J ames O. Wilso n heard 
o f his bro ther’s passage to freedo m 
with the latest gro up o f POWs ex ­ 
changed and said their mo ther 
had been “ waiting fo r this news 
night and day .” Wilso n said his 
mo ther, Mrs. Agnes B. Wilso n, 
didn’t kno w Cpl. Glen C. Wilso n 
had been freed. He hastened to tell 
her. 
Cpl. Wilso n entered the army 
so me fiv e y ears ago and became a 
priso ner in No v ember 19 50. He is 
22. 
There was so me delay in no tify ­ 
ing the parents o f Pfc. Ro bert R. 
Turner, o f his release after two 
y ears in Red priso n camps. The 
family , who liv es in Osk aloosa, 
Mo ., had no telepho ne. 
Paul Shead, the father’s em­ 
plo y er, go t the wo rd at his filling 
statio n in nearby Arcadia, Kan., 
ho wev er, and said he’d driv e to 
Oskalo o sa to tell Mr. and Mrs. V. 
E. Turner. 
The Turners had been getting 
letters fro m their sold ier-son ev ­ 
ery fiv e o r six week s, Shead said . 
The Turners hav e eight other chil­ 
dren.

Beef cattle slaughter for this mid­ 
west area was up 41 per cent in 
May and June from a similar per­ 
iod last year. Replacement feed, 
curtailed but has picked up some 
during recent weeks.

What’s more, they provide 
minerals and vitamins which your 
body needs for health and well 
being. Leafy green and yellow veg­ 
etables are especially high in Vit­ 
amins A and C and in minerals 
You 
can 
prepare nearly any 
vegetable in such a variety of \va's 
that your family will enjoy it every 
time it is served. I have for you 
seven different ways in which veg­ 
etables may be prepared. 
Boiling is the most popular m > 
thod. But remember, you can lose 
food v alu e. if you use too much 
cooking w ater and then pour it 
down the sink. Use only enough 
water to cook the vegetable and 
serve it with the vegetables or use 
in stew or gravy. Cook only until 
tender. 
Steaming. In this method only a 
small amount of water in the form 
of steam touches the vegetables, 
thus it is a better method for 
some 
vegetables 
than 
boiling. 
Steaming conserves food value, ori­ 
ginal form and flavor. 
Waterless cooking is cooking with 
little or no water in a heavy pan 
with a tight fitting lid on control­ 
led heat. Use this method for only 
young, tender vegetables. You can 
cook tender, leafy vegetables in the 
amount of water that clings to the 
leaves in washing. 
Pressure sauce pan cookery is 
a good method of cooking vegetable 


as the high tem perature shortens 
the cooking time, and the vege­ 
tables do not come in contact with 
as much water and air as in boil­ 
ing. Follow the directions that came 
with your cooker for length of time 
to cook various vegetables 
Panning is sim ilar to steaming, 
but a small amount of fat is used 
to keep the vegetable from stick­ 
ing to the bottom of the pan. Thin 
vegetables or vegetable pieces, such 
as cabbage are very good panned 
Baking without the addition of 
water retains most of the food 
value. Good flavors are usually 
developed by this method. Potatoes, 
souash. cucumbers, tomatoes and 
onions can be satisfactorily baked 
as they have enough moisture to 
form steam. 
Frying is cooking in a small am ­ 
ount of fat in an uncovered pan. 
If a deep layer of fat is used, 
it is called "deep fat frying,” 
as French fried potatoes or onions. 
In all types of vegetable cookery, 
remember that heat, air and water 
are enemies of food value. There­ 
fore, use little water; 
cook as 
quickly as possible; cook only until 
tender; serve vegetables as soon 
as done. 
Delay 
causes loss of 
color; flavor and food value. 
For a publication which contains 
much helpful information on vege­ 
table cookery you may ask at your 
county extension office for a free 
copy of Circular 627, “Vegetables 
For YOU.” 


Lift out of the water and drain 
well. Do all washing before the 
fruit is stemmed, hulled, cut or 
peeled. This saves nutrients which 
would be washed away if the skins 
of the fruit were broken before 
being washed. 
Fruits are prepared for freezing 
in about the same way as for ser­ 
ving. Large fruits pack better and 
usually make a better product if 
cut in pieces. 
Most fruits, says Miss Dennis, 
have better texture and flavor if 
packed in sugar or a sugar sirup. 
Gooseberries, cranberries and rhu­ 
barb do not need sugar. 
Fruits packed in sirup are gen- 
erally best for dessert use and 
those with sugar for cooking pur­ 
poses because they have less liquid. 
Very juicy fruits, such as straw- j 
berries, are usually packed with 
sugar as they make their own sir­ 
up. Sprinkle the sugar over the 
fruit and lift it with two forks 
until each piece is coated with the 
sugar.

Freeze Fully Ripe Fruit 
Not only is freezing the easiest 
way to preserve fruit but the fro­ 
zen product tastes, looks and is 
more like the fresh fruit than when 
preserved by any other method. 
But freezing and storing fruits is 
more expensive than canning or 
other ways of food preservation. 
For that reason, freeze and store 
only the very best fruit according 
to Ruth Dennis, home agent. 
Here are some tips on freezing 
fruit—doing a small quantity at a 
time to save undue handling which 
bruises delicate fruits and berries. 


Oven Canning Is Dangerous 
Each year when the home can­ 
ning season gets under uay, many 
homemakers ask this question: Is 
it safe to process foods in the oven? 
The answer is : No. Oven canning 
is dangerous, even though some 
homemakers have done it without 
accident and have thought it an 
easy method. But others have been 
less fortunate. The oven of a kit­ 
chen range is not designed for can­ 
ning, says Ruth Dennis, Scott Co­ 
unty Home Agent. Jars may seal 
during oven processing and build 
up enough steam to explode. Such 
an explosion may wreck the stove 
and cause serious injury to anyone 
in the kitchen. And in addition to 
the risk of physical injury by an ex­ 
plosion, oven canning of moat or 
low-acid vegatables brings another 
risk. These foods must be proces­ 
sed at high enough temperatures 
and kept at that temperature long 
enough to kill bacteria that cause 
dangerous spoilage. The tem pera­ 
ture in an oven may reach 240 de­ 
gree F. or more, yet the food 
inside of the jar stays at about 
the boiling point of water. 


The action of the federal govern­ 
ment in making feed available in 
drought areas at lower than m ar­ 
ket prices will be of considerable 
help. We understand that under cer­ 
tain conditions corn, oats and cot- 
ton-seed mal probably will be avail­ 
able at prices which will yield a 
mixed dairy ration at about two- 
thirds or less of the open market 
price.

IN THE COUNTRY STORE neighbors met for leisurely shopping 
they visited and exchanged the latest news.

The woman’s linsey-woolseyskirts 
brushed 
the 
door as 
the 
boy 
clutching her hand surged forward 
after his father into the frontier 
store. The family had finally made 
a trip to the crossroad settlement. 
Here was luxury. 
From floor to ceiling on all four 
sides of the store stretched bulging 
with dishes, books, liquor, bolts of 
cloth and small parcels of spices 
and patent medicines. 
The man of the family noticed 
axes, log chains, and garden imple­ 
ments in one corner. Saddles and 
harness set him bargaining with 
the clgrk. The child hung entranced 
over the huge open barrel of brown 
sugar. 
The typical frontier store in Mis­ 
souri was a two-room log build­ 
ing not much different from log 
cabin homes. The front room was 
used for sales and display, and the 
back for a storerooom. In the rear 
stood kegs of green coffee beans 
ready for the customer to roast. 
Flour and salt shared flooor space 
with such durable goods as pots, 
pans, and hardware. The overflow 
hung suspended from the rafters by 
cords. 
When a steamboat drew up to a 
landing and the crew began rolling 
out boxes and barrels for a new 
store in a western community, peo­ 
ple for miles around came to watch 
the spectacle. Groceries—tea, cof­ 
fee, sugar, and liquor—that per­ 
haps only six weeks before had 
stood on the shelves of some Phil­ 
adelphia merchant were now on dis­ 
play for a log cabin population.

Stores that persisted, in spite of 
frontier thirsts, in not handling 
whiskey referred to themselves as 
selling only “dry” groceries. Oth­ 
ers were more attentive to their 
customers’ demands. Jam es Aull of 
Lexington, Missouri, occasionally 
ordered as much as 20 barrels of 
rye whiskey at one time to supply 
his four stores. Peach brandy and 
Jam aica rum were available, but 
whiskey, the common liquor of the 
west, was most popular. 
The presence of whiskey for sale 
did not prevent the women from 
freely patronizing the dry goods 
counter or spending a whole day in 
the store when they came to town. 
The frontier housewife, starved for 
beauty, exhausted by the hard la­ 
bor of helping carve out a home­ 
stead, and lonely for companion­ 
ship, spent some of her brightest 
hours there. In his idle moments 
the clerk spread all the finest goods 
in stock for her to admire. Her 
worn fingers draped fine fabrics 
and mull over her coarse skirt, 
touched figured muslins, shawls, 
gloves and ribbons. 
Most fabrics on sale were strictly 
serviceable, but some luxuries ap­ 
peared even in the west. In 1830, 
Jam es 
Aull 
purchased 
artificial 
wreaths, lustering cravats, 
gauze 
veils, and Spanish combs. Leghorn 
bonnets especially 
fashionable at 
the time were just the thing for the 
marriageable miss. 
But only too often, when the fam­ 
ily started homeward, the house 
wife had traded her eggs and sav­ 
ings for some bed ticking or an 
iron kettle, leaving the fine fab­ 
rics behind for the shoppers of the 
settlement. 


Button spending a lot of time under 
the old apple tree which stands 
just across the pasture fence and 
realized suddenly that . the early 
apples were ripe and that the 
mares were harvesting the wind­ 
falls.

a silver dollar and badly infected, 
so, we administered first aid. She 


gained her name when she kicked 
the bottle of iodine out of my 
fingers and splashed it all over 
the porch. With food and treat­ 
ment, she’s making fine progress, 
though we had to put adhesive tape 
over her back claws to keep her 
from scratching her head. At first 
she protested bitterly, but now 
wears her “mittens” without any 
fuss, except to shake her feet occa­ 
sionally. 
Pricilla made friends with Daisy 
and Ribbon and goes for a ride 
whenever we have time to saddle 
up, which isn’t often enough. She 
gathers the eggs every hour on the 
hour, has helped us drive the cat­ 
tle from pasture to pasture, and 
shows every sign of making a fine 
farm hand. 
No sooner had she gotten settled, 
however, than our old friend, Pat 
Richards, arrived with her young­ 
sters, Carolyn, also 12, and Mark, 
who has just turned 5. They are 
heading home to Hollywood from 
¡the East and stopped off for a 
visit we’d been planning ever since 
I we spent a day with them last 
| winter. Then for three days we rode 
swam, fished, picnicked and did 
¡all the things which make summer- 
Uime fun for youngsters—and which 
¡are also mighty fine for oldsters 
I now and again 
By great good 
¡luck, Hartwig likes the young ones 
as well as we do; and if there is 
anything which 5 to 12 year olds 
can do on a farm that we missed, 
I’d have a hard time naming it. 
I 
At last, on Sunday, we drove 
them up to the city and put them 
aboard their train wiih many a 


promise they’d come back again, 
Then we drove home with Pricilla 
to a farm which seemed strangely 
quiet. But not for long. On Monday 
evening, arrived Ricky, the grand­ 
son whose fourth birthday we re­ 
cently celebrated and who will be 
with us for the week. He arrived 
in full regalia of a Blackfoot chief, 
ready to set out on the Apache 
Trail, and soon had Mike lassoed 
and hog-tied; a state of affairs 
which the old fellow seemed to 
mind not at all. 
Meanwhile, the business of the 
farm goes on. There’s just one of 
the five young bulls left in the 
pasture behind the house; the rest 
having left us to start families 
of their own. The first fall calf, ar­ 
rived the other day; a fine- deep- 
red little fellow with the short legs 
straight back-line and perfect mark­ 
ing of old Rufus, his daddy. F’rom 
now on we’ll have to keep a careful 
watch, 
because 15 more calves 
are scheduled to arrive before cold 
weather. Out in the back fields 
the soybeans, millet and Sudan 
grass which we planted as em er­ 
gency hay is grownig an inch a 
day. The little cornfield is full of 
weed and look mighty sad

For Tasty Product 
Freeze Fully Ripe Fruit 
Not only is freezing the easiest 
way to preserve fruit but the fro­ 
zen product tastes, looks and is 
more like the fresh fruit than when 
preserved by any other method. 
But freezing and storing fruits is 
more expensive than canning or 
other ways of food preservation. 
For that reason, freeze and store 
only the very best fruit according 
to Ruth Dennis, home agent. 
Here are some tips on freezing 
fruit—doing a small quantity at a 
time to save undue handling which 
bruises delicate fruits and berries. 


Lift out of the water and drain 
w'ell. Do all washing before the 
fruit is stemmed, hulled, cut or 
peeled. This saves nutrients which 
would be washed away if the skins 
of the fruit were broken before 
being washed. 
Fruits are prepared for freezing 
in about the same way as for ser­ 
ving. Large fruits pack better and 
usually make a better product if 
cut in pieces. 
Most fruits, says Miss Dennis, 
have better texture and flavor if 
packed in sugar or a sugar sirup. 
Gooseberries, cranberries and rhu­ 
barb do not need sugar. 
Fruits packed in sirup are gen­ 
erally best for dessert use and 
those W’ith sugar for cooking pur­ 
poses because they have less liquid. 
Very juicy fruits, such as straw- 
berries, are usually packed with 
sugar as they make their own sir­ 
up. Sprinkle the sugar over the 
fruit and lift it with two forks 
until each piece is coated with the 
sugar. 


Oven Canning Is Dangerous 
Each year when the home can­ 
ning season gets under wav, many 
homemakers ask this question: Is 
it safe to process foods in the oven? 
The answer is : No. Oven canning 
is dangerous, even though some 
homemakers have done it without 
accident and have thought it an 
easy method. But others have been 
less fortunate. The oven of a kit­ 
chen range is not designed for can­ 
ning. says Ruth Dennis, Scott Co­ 
unty Home Agent. Jars may seal 
during oven processing and build 
up enough steam to explode. Such 
an explosion may wreck the stove 
and cause serious injury to anyone 
in the kitchen. And in addition to 
the risk of physical injury by an ex­ 
plosion. oven canning of meat or 
low-acid vegatables brings another 
risk. These foods must be proces­ 
sed at high enough temperatures 
and kept at that temperature long 
enough to kill bacteria that cause 
dangerous spoilage. The tem pera­ 
ture in an oven may reach 240 de­ 
gree F. or more, yet the food 
inside of the jar stays at about 
the boiling point of water.

In this method only a 
small amount of water in the form 
of steam touches the vegetables, 
thus it is a better method for 
some 
vegetables 
than 
boiling. 
Steaming conserves food value, ori­ 
ginal form and flavor. 
Waterless cooking is cooking with 
little or no water in a heavy pan 
with a tight fitting lid on control­ 
led heat. Use this method for only 
young, tender vegetables. You can 
cook tender, leafy vegetables in th** 
amount of water that clings to the 
leaves in washing. 
Pressure sauce pan cookery is 
a good method of cooking vegetable 


as the high temperature shortens 
the cooking time, and the vege­ 
tables do not come in contact with 
as much water and air as in boil­ 
ing. Follow’ the directions that came 
with your cooker for length of time 
to cook various vegetables 
Panning is similar to steaming, 
but a small amount of fat is used 
to keep the vegetable from stick­ 
ing to the bottom of the pan. Thin 
vegetables or vegetable pieces, such 
as cabbage are very good panned 
Baking without the addition of 
water retains most of the food 
value. Good flavors are usually 
developed by this method. Potatoes, 
squash, cucumbers, tomatoes and 
onions can be satisfactorily baked 
as they have enough moisture to 
form steam. 
Frying is cooking in a small am­ 
ount of fat in an uncovered pan. 
If a deep layer of fat is used. 
it is called “deep fat frying,’’ 
as French fried potatoes or onions 
In all types of vegetable cookery, 
remember that heat, air and water 
are enemies of food value. There­ 
fore, use little water; cook as 
quickly as possible; cook only until 
tender; serve vegetables as soon 
as done. Delay causes loss of 
color; flavor and food value.

For Tasty Product 
Freeie Fully Ripe Fruit 
Not only is freezing the easiest 
way to preserve fruit but the fro­ 
zen product tastes, looks and is 
more like tho fresh fruit than when 
(preserved by any other method. 
But freezing and storing fruits is 
more expensive than canning or 
other ways of food preservation. 
For that reason, freeze and store 
only the very best fruit according 
to Ruth Dennis, home agent. 


I 
Here are some tips on freezing 
fruit—doing a small quantity at a 
time to save undue handling which 
bruises delicate fruits and berries. 


Lift out of the water and drain 
w'ell. Do all washing before the 
fruit is stemmed, hulled, cut or 
peeled. This saves nutrients which 
would be washed away if the skins 
of the fruit were broken before 
being washed. 
Fruits are prepared for freezing 
in about the same way as for ser­ 
ving. Large fruits pack better and 
usually make a better product if 
cut in pieces. 
Most fruits, says Miss Dennis, 
have better texture and flavor if 
packed in sugar or a sugar sirup. 
Gooseberries, cranberries and rhu­ 
barb do not need sugar. 
Fruits packed in sirup are gen­ 
ia lly best for dessert use and 
those with sugar for cooking pur­ 
poses because they have less liquid. 
Very juicy fruits, such as straw- 
berries, are usually packed with 
sugar as they make their own sir­ 
up. Sprinkle the sugar over the 
fruit and lift it with tw*o forks 
until each piece is coated with the 
sugar. 


Oven Canning Is Dangerous 
Each year when the home can­ 
ning season gets under way, many 
homemakers ask this question: Is 
it safe to process foods in the oven? 
The answer is : No. Oven canning 
is dangerous, even though some 
homemakers have done it without 
accident and have thought it an 
easy method. But others have been 
less fortunate. The oven of a kit­ 
chen range is not designed for can­ 
ning, says Ruth Dennis. Scott Co­ 
unty Home Agent. Jars may seal 
during oven processing and build 
up enough steam to explode. Such 
an explosion may wreck the stove 
and cause serious injury to anyone 
in the kitchen. And in addition to 
the risk of physical injury by an ex­ 
plosion, oven canning of meat or 
low-acid vegetables brings another 
risk. These foods must be proces­ 
sed at high enough temperatures 
and kept at that temperature long 
enough to kill bacteria that cause 
dangerous spoilage. The tempera­ 
ture in an oven may reach 240 de­ 
gree F. or more, yet the food 
inside of the jar stays at about 
the boiling point of water. 


Cane Or Beet—Both Kinds 
OF Sugar Good For Jelly Making 
Every year at jelly-making time 
the same question comes up; Can 
I use beet sugar in making jel­ 
lies? Experienced home makers, 
home economists and food tech­ 
nologists have proved that without 
a doubt beet and cane sugars give 
equally good results in all jelly- 
making. Miss Ruth Dennis, home 
agent, says that if your jelly does 
not jell, don’t blame the sugar. 


creased grain to maintain produc­ 
tion. thinks Tom.

The action of the federal govern­ 
ment in making feed available in 
drought areas at lower than mar­ 
ket prices will be of considerable 
help. We understand that under cer­ 
tain conditions corn, oats and cot- 
ton-seed mal probably will be avail- \ 
able at prices which will yield a 1 
mixed dairy ration at about two- 1 
thirds or less of the open market 
price. This will make it economical 
to feed at least normal amounts 
of grain to cows at present milk 
prices. 


Best results will be obtained if 
dairymen follow good feeding pra­ 
ctices in using these feeds. 
A HOO lb. cow will eat 25 lbs. or 
more of better hay probably only 
20 lbs. or less of poorer less pala­ 
table hay. 
In general, feeding one pound of 
grain for each four pounds of milk 
would be as near as a simple rule 
could be stated to fit all except 
very high or very low producing 
cows on good roughage. 
Drought usually results in poor 
roughage and low roughage sup­ 
plies. In general, if feed must be 
purchased the cost of digestible nu­ 
trients will be about equal where a 
Hound of grain mixture costs the 
same as 1.7 pounds of hay. Thus 
when grain costs $3.00 per Cwt. 
good legume or mixed hay is worth 
about $35 00 per ton. 
This if hay is above $35 OO per 
ton with grain at $3.00 the dairy­ 
man will want to feed more grain 
and limit roughage. However, if is 
seldom advisable to limit rough­ 
age below one pound of hay equiv­ 
alent per IOO lbs. of body weight.

On the m orning of July 31 I 
passed through the Missouri town 
of Morehouse on my way from 
H artford, Connecticut, to Hutchin­ 
son. K ansas, via the Ozark Region, 
which I had long desired to visit. 
The two traffic lights in the town 
w ere both green when I passed 
through--a fact I would sw ear to 
under oath. However, almost three- 
fourths of a mile outside of the 
city lim its la distance I had tra ­ 
veled at an exceedingly slow speed, 
as I was headed by a truck I could 
not pass I Mr. Jack Hughes, the 
chief 
of 
the 
Morehouse 
police, 
hailed m e down and arrested me 
for passing through a red light. 
When I protested I was unaw are 
of any traffic light I had gone 
through. Thinking I might have 
m issed seeing a third, I accom pan­ 
ied the officer back. Instead of be­ 
ing shown which light I had illeg­ 
ally passed, I was led to the city 
court house, where Mr. Hughes 
handed the ticket to Judge D. H. 
Baker (conveniently at hand to pass 
judgm ent! and im m ediately left. 
I was given the choice of plead­ 
ing not guilty and posting bond un­ 
til I could appear for trial next 
week or of pleading guilty and pay­ 
ing a $15 dollar fine for careless 
and reckless driving and passing 
a red light-a charge that was to­ 
tally preposterous from my point 
of view. Since returning was com­ 
pletely out of the question I was 
forced to plead guilty. However, 
my state requests that all traffic 
violations be recorded on my dri­ 
v er’s license, and when neither the 
judge nor the police officer showed 
the last interest in complying with 
that requirem ent and far more ea­ 
ger to collect the fine, I becam e 


convinced that I had been victim ­ 
ized by some local racket. Then 
later I was 
assured that such 
had been the case, for in a few 
m inutes there at alm ost the identi­ 
cal spot where I had been arrested 
sat Mr. Hughes issuing a ticket 
to some Arizona car. 


L ater investigation in the next 
two towns revealed th at alm ost all 
the local residents realize and ea­ 


gerly 
adm it 
that 
a 
disgraceful 
fraud is being perpetuated upon 
the motorists that pass through 
M orehouse-all under the guiae of 
legal policy. 


I have lost my fifteen dollars 
and will certainly avoid Missouri 
in my future travels, but I can not 
help feeling I should lend one more 
protest to such an un-American 
practice, hoping that enough pub­ 
lic-spirited people will do likewise 
in an attem pt to end this modern 
type of legalized banditry. This let­ 
ter is being sent to every person 
and all groups who should be a- 
sham ed that such a practice is 
being carried on in any sphere 
where he or they have the power 
to prevent it. 


I have been a professor at the 
Hartford Theological Sem inary for 
eight years and have a driving re­ 
cord without a single violation re­ 
corded. I feel deeply that justice 
and honesty are im portant in both 
our personal lives and in our pub­ 
lic 
responsibilities. 
I 
write 
this 
letter with the sincere hope that 
Missouri and the town of More­ 
house can correct this corrupt po­ 
litical evil that I am sure exists 
with their boundaries.
